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"What  the  Hell  Have  You 
Got  Yourself  Into  1"

We  had  just  missed  the  bus  by  five  minutes  and  had 
driven  at  a  steady  sixty  to  reach  Hart  House.  I  didn't  have 
to  look  at  the  place  —  its  reputation  already  had  me  scared 
shitless.  "That's  just  a  drinking  hole  for  the  engineers"  a 
knowing  friend  had  told  me  the  day  before.  My  first 
glimpse  confirmed  one  thing  —  it  was  a  HOLE.  Judging  by 
the  amount  of  broken  glass  on  the  front  lawn  it  was  not 
exactly  a  prohibition  stronghold  either. 

Discounting  first  impressions,  I  entered  the  doorway 
and  suddenly  found  myself  in  a  circle  of  faces  —  all  staring 
at  me.  I  became  painfully  aware  of  my  short  hair.  My 
neatly  pressed  jeans  I  discovered  were  not  as  grubby 
looking  as  filthy  navy  surplus  bells.  The  book  under  my 
arm  was  a  poor  substitute  for  those  packages  of  Rothmans 
which  were  strewn  all  over  the  room. 

Turning  toward  the  doorway  I  caught  a  glimpse  of  my 
brother  who  had  followed  me.  The  look  on  his  face  seemed 
to  say  "What  the  hell  have  you  got  yourself  into"  or  "let's 
get  the  Hell  out  of  here"  I  almost  made  it,  but  not  quite. 
Just  as  I  reached  the  door  a  strong  hand  grabbed  my  arm 
and  said  one  word  —  welcome.  He  meant  it. 

I  ended  up  enjoying  that  weekend  at  Hart  House  Farm. 
I  enjoyed  meeting  the  people  of  University  100.  It  was  this 
weekend  get-together  that  confirmed  my  decision  to  take 
the  new  course.  I  haven't  regretted  taking  that  decision  yet. 

However,  my  friends  (and  probably  the  rest  of 
Erindale)  have  continually  asked  why?  Why  would  a  first 
year  student  choose  to  enter  an  experimental  course  which, 
»  far  as  the  rest  of  Erindale  is  concerned,  is  just  a  wierd 
oup  of  people  who  sit  on  cushions  all  day  in  266?  Perhaps 
.ny  answer  will  alleviate  some  of  the  mystery  surrounding 
University  100. 

I  entered  University  100  for  two  reasons,  the  first  being 
the  atmosphere  of  the  course  itself.  After  five  years  of  the 
highschool  experience  I  was  in  need  of  a  place  where  one 
could  sit  down  and  learn.  I  needed  a  course  which  would 
not  clutter  my  head  with  time  schedules,  assignments  dates 
and  other  useless  fragments  of  information  which  a 
consumer  in  training  should  be  concerned  about.  In  other 
words  I  wanted  a  course  with  a  RELAXED  atmosphere. 
University  100  offered  this. 

There  is  no  time  structure  as  the  rest  of  the  school 
know  it,  no  assignment  dates,  no  pressure.  The  work  I 
choose  to  do  can  be  done  at  MY  pace.  Since  there  is  no 
response  for  output  and  unlimited  freedom  of  choice,  the 
majority  of  kids  in  University  100  work  hard  because  they 
enjoy  what  they  are  doing. 

Putting  it  another  way,  proficiency  in  any  subject 
comes  from  self-disciplined  study  and  self-discipline  results 
from  genuine  interest.  The  free,  no-pressure  atmosphere  of 
this  course  rapdily  develops  student  participation  from  hard 
work  that  logically  follows. 

My  second  reason  for  entering  this  course  is  the  people 
who  are  involved  in  it.  Our  teaching  staff  is  first  rate.  They 
serve  as  catalysts  and  resource  people  who  leave  the 
initiative  to  the  student  himself,  as  it  should  be.  The 
students  themselves,  as  far  as  I  can  tell,  are  people  who  are 
beset  by  a  compulsive  desire  to  learn.  Since  the  process  of 
learning  has  no  age  limit,  we  boast  a  complete  spectrum. 
The  idealism  of  the  young  is  balanced  by  the  more  practical 
older  members  of  our  group.  In  my  opinion  it  is  this 
idealistic,  yet  practical  outlook  of  the  people  of  University 
100  which  will  be  the  chief  accomplishment  of  the  course. 
But  this  remains  to  be  seen. 

University  100  is  by  no  means  perfect.  Some  of  our 
regular  sessions  have  made  SAGE  meetings  look  organized 
and  lively  in  comparison,  (which  has  been  an  extremely 
hard  thing  to  do  as  of  late.)  Somehow  however,  we  get 
things  done.  We  have  set  up  means  of  evaluating  ourselves 
and  looking  after  our  own  finances.  Groups  have  been 
formed  and  projects  are  underway.  Considering  the  fact 
that  we  started  from  scratch  we,  in  University  100  have 
made  good  progress  in  learning  how  to  govern  ourselves. 

I  have  given  some  reasons  why  I  think  that  University 
100  is  an  excellent  course.  It  has  its  problems  but  the 
students  are  making  the  effort  and  learning,  both  by  their 
accomplishments  and  failures.  This  effort  is  unique  in 
education.  It  is  honest.  It  hasn't  been  polluted  by  the 
grading  system  or  the  training  atmosphere  that 
characterizes  education  in  general. 

Because  University  100  is  unique,  it  has  many  enemies 
—  both  teachers  and  students.  To  these  critics  we  can  only 
answer  that  the  people  of  University  100  aren't  trying  to 
prove  anything  to  anyone.  We  are  simply  here  to  learn.  We

By-Law  V  A.c) 

The  Second  Vice-President  shall: 

—  serve  as  the  third  executive  officer  of  the  council 

—  serve  as  the  official  representative  of  the 
students  when  more  than  two  representatives  are 
required. 

—  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and  the  First 
Vice-President,  perform  all  the  duties  pertaining  to 
the  office  of  the  President. 

—  shall  act  as  co-ordinator  of  the  standing 
committees 

Douglas  Leeies,  a  third  year  History  student 
became  the  new  second  Vice-President  of  the 
Student's  Administrative  Government  of  Erindale. 
He  won  over  Ena  Bendon,  a  first  year  University 
100  student,  and  Paul  Longo,  a  third  year  student. 

Doug  Leeies  received  eighty-four  votes;  Ena 
Bendon,  forty  eight;  and  Paul  Long,  forty-seven 
votes. 

There  are  1605  students  at  Erindale. 

Mr.  Leeies  believes  he  is  supposed  to  be  an 
"idea  man"  like  any  Executive  officer  should  be. 

He  said,  "S.A.G.E.  is  a  student  government 
whose  responsibilities  should  lie  beyond  providing 
facilities  and  regulating  activities.  It  should  "tell 
the  people  what  everybody  else's  opinion  is  of 
their  education." 

S.A.G.E.,  he  feels  has  neglected  this  area  of 
responsibility.  The  course  evaluations  conducted 
last  year  were  good,  he  said,  but  much  more  must 
be  done. 

As  a  step  in  that  direction  Doug  Leeies  plans 
to  bring  about  an  Erindale  Educational 
Conference.  This  conference,  he  hopes  will 
"capture  some  kind  of  spirit  of  education  at 
Erindale  College." 

He  will  "try  to  get  people  to  see  what's  going 
on. 

As  a  first  step,  he  said  a  questionnaire  will  be 
distributed  about  University  government  and  the 
whole  educational  system  here.  It  will  ask  Erindale 
people  how  relevant  they  believe  university 
education  to  be  and  why  they  are  at  University. 

He  hopes  to  be  involved  in  producing  an 
Erindale  White  Paper  on  the  results  of  the 
questionnaire.  This  will  lead  towards  the 
Educational  Conference  in  February  or  March, 
when  the  questionnaire  results  will  give  involved 
people  a  better  idea  of  the  attitudes  of  the  student 
body  as  a  whole. 

Perhaps  the  results  of  this  conference  could  be 
presented  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  he 
said. 

Doug  Leeies  himself  believes  education  is 
"making  people  aware."

English  Students 
fight  back 

All  University  of  Toronto  English  students  will  be 
exempt  from  exams.  At  least,  that  is  what  the  student 
faction  of  the  Combined  Depts.  of  English  is  struggling  for. 

On  Wednesday,  Oct.  7  at  12:00  noon,  about  forty 
Erindale  students  met  with  Wanda  Morawski  (Erindale  111) 
to  choose  eight  reps,  as  opposed  to  two  last  year,  for  the 
combined  departments. 

The  eight  elected  will  be  part  of  the  General  Meeting 
while  the  two  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  will 
represent  Erindale  on  the  Council. 

At  present,  the  constitution  of  the  Combined 
Departments  states  that  first  year  students  are  not  eligible 
for  election.  The  students  of  Erindale,  however,  voted  to 
oppose  the  constitution  and  leave  the  election  open  to  all 
years  at  Erindale.  One  of  the  main  aims  of  the  student 
faction  is  to  change  the  constitution  so  that  all  first  year 
English  students  at  U.  of  T.  are  eligible  for  election. 

Wanda  explained  that  this  body  was  not  really  a  course 
union,  but  just  a  governing  structure.  The  Council  proposes 
recommendations  to  the  General  Meeting.  These 
recommendations  are  then  voted  on  by  the  48  students  and 
one-third  of  the  English  faculty  that  make  up  the  General 
Meeting. 

At  present,  the  University  of  Toronto  operates  under  a 
policy  stating  that  only  100  level  courses  require  exams. 
Exams  in  the  200  and  300  level  courses  are  optional. 

A  new  document  formulated  by  the  English  Dept. 
proposes  that  because  first  year  students  can  now  take  200 
level  courses,  exams  for  200  level  courses  must  be 
mandatory  also.  However,  the  student  faction  of  this  years 
Combined  Dept.  of  English  is  going  to  try  and  oppose  this 
new  document.  They  do  not  want  any  year's  exams  to  be 
compulsory.

He  said  the  lecture  system  of  education  is 
"lousy".  It  is  out  of  proportion  with  the  original 
intent  of  the  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
Universities  worry  only  about  how  many  units 
they  can  turn  out  into  the  world. 

Seminar  instruction  is  real  learning.  It  is 
interaction,  not  just  sharing  cigarettes.  Students 
teach  students. 

A  person  on  the  podium,  he  said,  is 
impersonal.  This  tends  to  produce  "terribly 
impersonal  people". 

"This  is  not  teaching,  just  telling." 

A  student  has  to  know  what  he  is  talking 
about  in  a  seminar  situation.  "A  number  of  people 
are  interacting". 

As  far  as  the  governing  of  education  goes,  he 
thinks  structures  such  as  S.A.G.E.  the  E.C.C.,  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  the  Board  of 
Governors  should  lay  down  the  way  things  are  to 
be  done.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  governing 
system  of  a  University  to  evolve  and  impart 
teaching  methods. 

Mr.  Leeies  indicated  he  supports  the  findings 
of  last  year's  CUG  report,  and  the  Campbell  report 
on  discipline. 

"Students  should  have  a  reasonable  say  in  the 
way  the  University  should  be  run."  ' 

Staff  and  students  should  have  parity  on  all 
committees,  he  said.  The  Board  of  Governors 
should  be  abolished  and  replaced  by  a  board  of 
twenty  students,  twenty  faculty,  and  twenty 
laymen,  with  the  same  powers  as  the  present 
Board. 

He  feels,  however,  that  student  Course  Unions 
should  not  have  constitutional  parity  with  a 
University  Department  (i.e.  the  Psychology  Dept.). 
But,  Course  Union  opinions  should  be  discussed 
between  students  and  faculty,  he  said. 

Students  should  have  a  strong  say  about  course 
structure  (examinations,  essays,  tutorials,  etc.). 
But,  he  believes,  content  should  be  left  more  to  the 
judgment  of  Professors  who  know  the  books  that 
are  available  for  a  course  and  who  have  an  idea 
about  the  current  opinions  in  their  fields. 

Even  the  University  100  individual  study 
course  and  the  third  and  fourth  year  reading 
courses  should  have  professors  present  as  guiding 
factors,  he  said. 

Doug  Leeies,  the  new  Second  Vice-President  of 
SAGE,  has  a  definite  attitude  towards  university 
and  the  manner  in  which  students  fit  into  the 
institutional  complex. 

He  is  a  small  cog  in  a  large  wheel,  but  he  is  still 
in  a  position  to  effect  change.  Let's  hope  that 
those  who  did  not  vote  in  the  VP  election  did  so 
because  of  poor  election  organization,  and 
publicity,  and  not  because  of  apathy  concerning 
their  institutional,  educational  future.

UNIVERSITY  100

Most  of  Erindale's  student  population  has 
probably  walked  past  the  door  to  Room  265  and 
caught  a  glimpse  of  the  carpeted  floor,  cushions, 
and  round  tables  inside.  This  luxurious  setting  is 
University  100. 

University  100  is  an  educational  experiment 
being  conducted  by  53  first-year  students  and  their 
four  professors.  The  purpose  of  this  experiment  is 
to  break  away  from  the  structured  teacher-pupil 
method  of  learning  and,  as  the  experiment's 
recruiting  bulletin  says,  to  enable  the  students  to 
become  "securely  autonomous  intellectually".

It  all  began  at  noon.  Twelve  bottles  of  wine  and  one 
hour  later,  the  door  of  the  SAGE  office  flew  open  and  ten 
to  fifteen  of  John  Henry's  "friends"  tripped  out  looking  as 
haggard  as  if  emerging  from  an  all-night  orgy. 
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would  like  to  express  a  few 
opinions  concerning  the 
election. 

Firstly,  the  amount  of 
publicity  for  the  election 
^was  minimal.  This  was 
partly  my  fault.  With  a 
majority  of  cla  sses 
downtown,  the  amount  of 
time  I  could  devote  was  not 
one  hundred  per  cent. 

Appeals  for  help  with 
the  election  met  with  only 
lukewarm  response. 
Consequently,  the  forum 
for  the  candidates  on 
Monday  Oct.  5,  at  two 
o'clock  was  ill-attended. 
Radio  Erindale  being  out  of 
service  due  to  construction 
at  that  time  was 
inconsequential.  People 
should  have  been  informed. 

Secondly,  the  school 
year  being  less  than  one 
month  old,  accounts  for  the 
lack  of  first  year  students 
turning  out.  They  are  more 
concerned  with  settling  into 
the  routine  of  going  to 
classes.  The  number  of 
personal  acquaintances  is 
small,  so,  horizontal 
communication  is  weak. 

The  most  unified  group 
from  first  year,  University 
100,  consisting  of 
sixty-three  persons  was 
unable  to  muster  a  large 
contingent. 

For  those  who  wish  to 
know  why  the  election  was 
held  at  this  time,  it  is  stated 
in  the  S.A.G.E.  constitution 
that  when  a  seat  on  the 
council  comes  vacant,  for 
any  reason,  an  election  to 
fill  that  vacancy  must  be 
held  within  three  weeks  of 
that  seat  becoming  vacant. 
The  person  who  was  elected, 
last  year  was  not  able  to 
return  to  Erindale  this  fall. 

In   spite   of   all   this,   a 

voting      turnout      of 

Approximately     eleven 

"ercent  is  not  discouraging. 

In     last     year's     SAC 


presidential  elections, 
twenty-nine  percent  of  the 
electorate  turned  out.  This 
was  an  unusually  high 
percentage. 

The  figures  that  I  have 
been  able  to  find,  show  that 
a  normal  turnout  varies 
between  fifteen  and  twenty 
percent  for  a  University  of 
Toronto  election. 

High  percentages  were 
recorded  during  the  first 
three  years  of  Erindale.  This 
was  due  to  the  small  college 
population  and  to  a 
S.A.G.E.  by-law  requiring  a 
forty  percent  election 
turnout.  To  get  that  turnout 
required  a  lot  of  pull  from 
all  concerned. 

This  year's 
vice-presidential  election 
was  the  first  that  was  not 
governed  by  that  by-law.

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Pollution  Report 

At  the  second  General  Council  Meeting  on  October  8, 
S.A.G.E.  President  Bub  Rudolf  presented  his  Pollution 
Report.  His  report  emphasized  the  organization  and 
cooperation  necessary  to  operate  an  efficient  probe  at 
Erindale. 

Direction  from  Toronto  members  of  Pollution  Probe 
has  assisted  the  initial  phases  of  the  Erindale  Probe 
programme,  he  said. 

Rudolf  also  stated  that '  "Any  Pollution  Probe 
movement  should  be  conducted  in  generally  the  following 
order: 

1 .  Education  of  members  (self  education) 

2.  Education  of  the  public 

3.  Investigation  of  polluters 

4.  Action  against  polluters. 

He  believes  such  an  efficient  organization  in  the 
Toronto  Probe  has  made  possible  the  publication  of  the 
"Detergent  List." 

Lastly,  he  reported  that  a  five  man  striking  committee 
would  be  formed  to  "hash  out  an  organizational  scheme 
and  achievable  projects." 

The  next  Probe  meeting  will  be  held  on  Thursday, 
October  15.

"The  new  Science  Building  is  nearing  completion". 

So  come  we  to  the  phrase  found  on  the  dying  lips  of 
countless  generations  of  striving  Erindalians  who  gave  their 
lives  (heedless  of  the  results  of  this  action)  to  the  dream 
that  they  should,  one  day,  see  "The  Building"  raise  its 
mighty  towers  to  greet  the  silently  exploding  sun  (angels 
and  heavenly  music,  please).  In  other  words,  it  was 
supposed  to  be  finished  in  May,  and  September,  and 
October,  and  still  isn't. 

Though  not  yet  completed,  The  Building  can  be  well 
admired.

Access  to  the  building  is  attractive.  Getting  there  is  a 
pleasant  10  minute  walk.  This  gives  one  an  opportunity  to 
experience  the  scenic  mosquito  hatchery  maintained  for 
scientific  research  on  one  side  and  the  charmingly  quaint 
patches  of  poison  ivy  along  the  other  side. 

On  first  sight,  one  almost  expects  to  see  the  Wicked 
Witch  of  the  West  come  flying  off  the  roof  on  a  broom, 
cackling  and  giggling  to  herself  (and  bearing  a  remarkable 
resemblance  to  Radio  Varsity),  as  she  swoops  and  dives  and 
loses  herself  in  the  steam  and  smoke  being  produced  next 
door. 

The  Building  is  constructed  almost  totally  of  cement.

Students,  Wake-up! 

Here's  Where  The  Power  Lies 


Yesterday,  the  Erindale  College  Council  held 
its  second  meeting  of  the  year.  Due  to  printing 
delays,  we  cannot  tell  you  what  occurred  at  the 
meeting  until  next  week. 

The  twenty  SAGE  members,  who  are  also  on 
the  ECC,  planned  to  act  at  a  unifying  force  in  the 
pre-meeting  Student  Caucus.  They  hoped  to  make 
students  realize  the  real  Erindale  political  power 
lies  in  the  ECC's  lap,  and  students  have  no  hope  of 
making  their  presence  felt  without  effective  unity. 

University  100  students  seem  very  interested 
in  making  a  political  bit  for  representational  power 
in  the  ECC.  They  are  already  fairly  well-organized 
and  have  generally  vague  but  incipiently  powerful 
political  objectives. 

These  people  are  students.  They  have  an 
interesting,  loose  philosophy  towards  University 
and  what  it  should  be.  It  is  satisfying  to  see 
students  take  such  a  keen  interest  in  their  academic 
future. 

But  they  are  one  small  group.  Open  to  all 
interested  parties,  no  doubt.  However,  it  is  still 
questionable  whether  their  gaining  power  over  the 
student  section  of  the  ECC  would  be  any  more 
genuine  representation  of  the  general  student 
body's  aspirations  than  the  situation  last  month  of 
the  students  having  no  representation  at  all  on  the 
ECC  (through  Constitutional  razzle-dazzle). 

It  is  thus  hoped  the  SAGE  political  group  will 
have  succeeded  in  making  enough  students  aware. 
One  small  student  pressure  group  must  not, 
because  of  general  student  body  ignorance,  unduly 
influence  the  newly-elected  twenty  student 
representatives  (though  they  may  already  be  too 
late.  We  are  trying  to  discover  how  many  of  the  20 
are  U.  100  students.  We  will  have  a  report  on  that 
next  week.) 

It  is  hoped  students  will  realize  the  SAGE 
members  are  an  existing,  already-elected  political 
body  representing  them  on  the  ECC.  These  people 
of  course  are  not  insidiously  cemented 
philosophically  one  to  another.  In  certain  ways, 
though,  their  aims  may  not  be  wide  enough  to 
represent  all  legitimate  (or  illegitimate)  student 
aspirations.  Witness  the  number  of  people  it  took 
to  elect  SAGE's  new  Second  Vice  President. 

All  students  should  take  an  active  interest  in 
the  ECC,  its  power,  its  enactments,  and  the  extent 
to  which  students  can  (and  could)  influence  its 
decisions. 

The  Erindale  College  Council  holds  one  of  the 
golden  keys  to  the  treasure  vault  of  "Education". 
Students,  the  backbone  of  any  University's 
existence  should  have  more  than  a  nominal  say  in 
how  and  when  that  key  is  turned  in  the  lock  (and 
whether  or  not  there  is  a  need  for  a  lock  at  all). 

Get  it  together,  students.  The  quality  of  your 
lives  is  at  stake. 


Library  Council  Election 

Nominations  for  the  Undergraduate  positions  to  the 
Library  Council  of  the  University  of  Toronto  are  open  to 
students  at  Erindale.  As  of  Thursday  October  8,  at  eleven 
o'clock,  no  Undergraduate  nominations  had  been  received. 
Concievably,  Erindale  could  obtain  four  student  positions 
on  this  Council. 

The  Library  Council  is  an  advisory  committee  to 
Senate.  Therefore  the  Council  can  only  recommend  policy, 
not  implement  it. 

From  information  supplied  by  Mr.  P.  Plaettner  in  the 
office  of  the  Vice-President  and  Registrar,  there  are  twelve 
faculty  to  be  elected  and  thirteen  students,  of  which  four 
must  be  graduate  students. 

Faculty  terms  of  office  will  be  staggered  over  three 
years.  The  student  terms  of  office  will  be  for  one  year, 
twice  renewable. 

Being  on  a  Senate  Committee  recommending  policy  is 
an  ideal  situation  for  students  wishing  to  right  the  wrongs 
of  the  University  Library  System  (staff  loans  for  months, 
no  fines  for  overdue  staff  books  etc.) 

The  election  will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  October  21 ,  if 
there  are  enough  nominations  to  make  an  election.  Closing 
date  for  nominations  is  Wednesday  October  14  at  11:59 
a.m.
